Laying Down the Law. 


WASHINGTON, March 19.—During tho 


hearing before the interstate commerce 
•oimnission to-day in the matter of the 
export rates, Commissioner Cooley said 
lit the managers of the train lines pres- 
ent that it was manifest that there had 
been things go;ng on that should stop at 
once.
